Conditions on Ships 

You may juage for yourselves 
by hearing the conditions of the 
men who work the ships and 
move the cargo on this coast. 
The longshoremen, whose job is 
most dangerous and whose acci- 
dent rate is highest of the ma- 
rine crafts, work for 95c and 
hour straight time and $1.40 an 
hour overtime. They work a 
six-hour day and 120 hours a 
month. This is the only way, 
in normal times, that all of them 
can get enough work to live 
on. 

The unlicensed sea-going men

only seven or eight months out 
of the year, sailors on deck re- 
ceive $40 per month as Ordinary 
and $62.50 as-Able Seamen. 

They are supposed to work 
56 hours a week at sea, but may 
be worked overtime, with no ex- 
tra pay, for emergencies.

They put out- 
rageous proposals, knowing full | 
well the’ unions could not meet 
them, and demanded that they 
be arbitrated. The purpose of 
this maneuver was to center the 


‘dispute on the false issue of ar- 


bitration, instead of on the real 
issues—the unreasonable’ de- 
mands of the shipowners. 

Thesé demands included: the 
return of the twelve-hour day, 
lower wage | standards in the face 
of rising prices, abolition of the 
unions as organizations by abol- 
ishing hiring halls, instituting 
piece-work in the haméfing of 
cargo, and giving the shipowners 
the right to blacklist any man 
they please from :the industry! 
Unions’ Very Existence Involved 

It should be obvious to any 
thinking person that the unions 
cannot arbitrate their existence 
as organizations. Therefore, 
they have decided to take a strike 
vote on those basic issues which 
involve union principles and ex- 
istence of the unions—union hir- 
ing halls, the six-hour day for 


longshoremen, and cash overtime 


for seamen. If the shipowners 
will not agree to these basic de- 
mands by October 28, the un- 
ions are voting to strike. If 
the shipowners will agree, then 
the unions will be ready to dis- 
cuss with them arbitration - of 
other issues—such as, job con- 
ditions and wage scales. 

I have said that Communism 
is not the issue on the water- 
front today. But this does sot 
mean that we Communists at- 
tempt to conceal our role or 
our purposes. Unlike the ship- 
owners, who can achieve their 
ends only by obscuring the real 
issues and befuddling the pub- 
lic, we Communisis can accom- 
plish our purposes only by in- 
forming the majority of. people 
of them, for our interests, as a 
working-class political party, are 
identical with those of the ma- 
jority. 

We Communists are not “out- 
siders” or “alien agitators” as is 
so often charged against us.

HAT HAPPENED after that is history. San Francisco cops 

turned out to be amazingly “well to do” and the stories they 
related to explain away their fabulous ‘bank accounts outdid : the 
Arabian: Nights Hntertainment. At one time, somebody declared — 
that vice was rampant in the city and produced a list of addresses 
of alleged “houses.” The police went on a vice hunting crusade 
and couldn’t succeed in locating anything. 

Okey. So far, so good. The thing has strung out over many 
months and has provided the citizenry with a spectacle of civic 
corruption that would be comic if it weren’t so disgusting” and 
serious. 

Now we have a new development. The police have unex-_ 
pectedly burst out with an epidemic of vigilance. They have ” 
“knocked over” a few of the city’s best known “joints.”?. And what 
is the result? - 

Chief Investigator Edwin N. Atherton: is indignant. He de- 
clares that this act onthe part of the police department is merely 
a counter-demonstration to discredit the investigation by plading C 
on it “the onus of a closed town.” 

“I have often said, and again repeat,” Atherton declares, “this 
investigation is not directed at bringing about a closed town.” 

In plain words, he proclaims that the authorities have no in- - 
tention of interfering with’ the extensive and profitable vice in- . 
| dustry. As proof that the police are only “demonstrating,” Ather- 
ton points out that the places raided were well known regorts 
which have existed over a long period of time. oo

workers, to undermine the rule 
of Haile Selassie. 

The priésts made deals ait 
focal chieftains to turn them 
against Selassie, and the result 
was that the Ethiopian govern- 
ment was weakened and when 
Mussolini sent his murderous 
troops into Ethiopia last year, 
he did not have to fight a united 
nation. 

Paved Way For Fascists 

Just before Mussolini. sent his 
into Ethiopia, the Pope 
decided it was time to pull in 
the priests, who .had laid the 
groundwork for the robber con- 
quest, and ordered them to leave 
Ethiopia. The priests went to 
Eritrea and Somaliland, Italian 
colonies, until Addis Ababa was 
captured. 

Monsignor Luigi Santa con- 
cludes with a prayer of thanks 
for Miussolini’s conquest and 
“civilizing” .of Ethiopia: 

“Today He (God) is using this 
reborn empire to carry the 
blessed civilization and the gen- 
uine faith to the land of Ethiopia. 
Our missionary fathers, no long- 
er disguised but free and well 
‘protected (by Fascist arms), can 
now openly preach ‘the gospel 
of Christ, protected by their

LAKESIDE, Calif—A man i 
the name of J.J. McNamara got 
a letter published in the San 
Diego: Sun, and proved _ he’d 
learned a lot from Hearst. He 
was attempting to prove that the 
Communist Party is a despicable 
organization, and his method 
was to “quote” from the Pro- 
gram of the Communist Interna- 
tional, 

Here is a sample of his quot- 
ing: 

“The conquest of power by the 
proletariat does not mean ‘cap- 
| turing’ the ready-made bourgeois 
state machinery by means of a 
parliamentary majority. — The 
conquest of pdéwer by the pro- 
letariat is the violent overthrow 
of bourgeois power, the destruc- 
tion of the capitalist state ap- 
paratus.” Page 36, Par. 3. 

What It Actually Says 

His first sentence of this quota- 
tion is correct. Let us quote what 
the Program of the C.I. actually 
says from that point on: 

“The.bourgeoisie resorts to 
every means of violence and ter- 
ror to safeguard and strength- 
en its predatory property and its 
political domination. Like 


bourgeoisie cannot abandon its 
historical position to the new 
class without a desperate and 
frantic struggle. Hence, the vio- 
lence of the bourgeoisie can be 
suppressed only by the’stern vi- 
olence of the proletariat. The

CAPTURING THE COMPANY UNION 
CIO Tells When To Use Them, When Not 


USING THEM AGAINST CREATOR 


(By nae News oetee: Published By Committee for 
a Industrial Organization. ) 
Using the company union against its own creator, the boss, 
is an effective tactic labor organizations have developed m 
recent years. 
Witness the steel industry where employe representatives 
in many plants are taking the lead in pushing union demands 


and-in explaining the need for 
genuine organization. 

A whole crop of works couh- 
cils, employe representation 
plans and welfare associations 
sprang up following the N.I.R.A; 
The employers hoped that. these 
| would be nice, harmless play- 
things. But unions have found 
out how to deal with them and 
i how to change their tactics to 
meet the particular situation in- 
volved. Now, looking back on 
recent experience, two types: of 
situations and union tactics stand 
out. 

Where the Union Arrives First 

In Plant A, for example, the 
union was on the scene first. 
Many members were. enrolled 
before the company woke up and 
launched a works eouncil. The 
union decided it ‘was strong 
enough to kill this plan at the 
start. It told its members to 
boycott the election for represen- 
tatives, and not to take any part 
in the scheme. 

The company spread the usual 
line about no dues and the A. 
F. of L. group being a racket, 
but the organizer was ready with 
answers. The union: appealed to 
the labor board, and in an elec- 
tion ordered by the board won 
a large majority of the votes. 
The company union was clearly. 
a failure, and the employer. de- 
cided to deal with the organiza: 
tion its workers |favored. 

Where Employes Are Fooled 

In Plant B, however, the com! 
pany union has been going for 
some years. The employes have 
had little or no genuine union 
experience. Théy have seen many 
minor grievances adjusted by 
the company union. Wage in- 
creases have been given by the 
management for fear of union- 
ism and in line with raises else- 
where. There is widespread wel- 
fare work, including athletics, 
clubs, a credit union, a benefit 
society. provements.
